But, a Paſſion for Gaming takes more entire 
Poſſeſſion of us than any other, becauſe, properly 
ſpeaking, it is not one Paſſion, but all the bad Paſſions 
united in one. The mind of a Gameſter then muſt be 
leſs vacant than any other, leſs prepared to receive the 
ſlighter Satisfactions which are hourly to be met with in 
ſocial Life, and make up nine Parts in ten of the little 
Happineſs given us.

as follows. I propoſe, that two great Poſts be erected, 


one near the Light-houſe of Heath, and the other at the

Leagues aſunder: To theſe Poſts, I would have large 


Pullies fixed, through which an Inch Rope is to run 
ently acroſs the Iriſh Channel, in the Nature of a Jack- 
hain ; ſo that when one Rope is pulled in, the other 
will run out. Now, if the Mail be incloſed in a tight 


Barrel, and faſtened to one of thoſe Ropes, and the

cient Quantity of Bait will not be wanting, as it is hoped

Reflections on every intereſting Article, eſpecially as the 
Journaliſt, having long appropriated this Province to 


himſelf, might be apt to conſider any Attempt of this 
Kind as taking an illegal, forcible Poſſeſſion. The 
Truth is, I would have you go a Step farther, point out 


to us the hidden Cauſes of Events, lay open the ſecret 


Springs and Motives of Action, unravel the myſterious 


Language of Politicians, and occaſionally inſtruct us a 


little in Geography. As to the laſt mentionedParticular, 


the Munſter Fournal , is, I think, a perfect Model: For 
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Inſtance; **we hear from Paris (the Metropolis of France,) 
« we learn that his Catholic Majeſty (the King of Spain,)

and are daily converſant with Men of Letters, are not

many ſuperfluous Altercations prevented, in which too 
often whole Evenings are unprofitably conſumed. An 
eminent Tradeſman here, who for near half a Century 
paſt has ſettled the Affairs of Europe, was lately indebt- 
ed to the above Paper for a Diſcovery, which, proba- 
bly, without its Aſſiſtance, he would never have been 
Maſter of.

Town is ſo abundantly furniſhed, I believe it may 
fairly be allowed, that none are ſo capable of affording 


a rational and inſtructive Entertainment, as theatrical 
Performances: And this, I think, may with the greater 


Confidence be aſſerted, as the preſent Manager has, with 


_ uncommon Application as well as Judgment, effeftually 
rooted out many Irregularities and Abuſes, which had 
been long complain'd of, and which, indeed, caſt a juſt 


Blemiſh on the Stage. But as abſolute Perfection is not 
to be look'd for in any human Inſtitution, ſo in the Caſe 
before us there ſtill remain ſome Particulars which call 
for a Reformation; two of the principal of which, I 


Thall beg Leave, through the Channel of your Paper, to 


point out, as being equally indecent and diſagreeable. 


Tux firſt is an Indecency of a long Standing, and, 
what is more, has been long ſince publickly cenſured; I 


mean, the odious Cuſtom of Servants being permitted 
to keep Places in the Boxes; and what renders the Mat- 
ter ſtill worſe is, that thoſe Repreſentatives are general- 
ly the moft worthleſs and ill-bred Domeſticks of the 
Family. By this Means Ladies of the firſt Diſtinction, 


both for Rank and Breeding, are ſubject to the offen- 
five Effluvia of Porter and Tobacco, beſides many o- 
ther Indecencies of Behaviour inſeparable from Perſons 
of this Claſs, who are incapable of forming a juſt Idea 


of that Reſpect and Decorum which are due to a pub- 
lic, but eſpecially a polite, Aſſembly. With Regard to 


the Gentlemen, it is not to be ſuppoſed they are capa- 


ble of even deſiring a Place to be kept for them to the 
Prejudice of à fair Lady; and as to that amphibious

Tux other Abuſe, which requires an immediate Re- 


gulation, takes its Riſe in the more exalted Regions of 


the Theatre; and is an Irregularity, which tho' it is 
perhaps tobe metwith in other Theatres, as well as ours, 
yet I may venture to affirm not ſo univerſally; and this 


is no leſs than converting the Theatre into a Tipling- 


houſe; ſo that it is not uncommon for a ſele& Junto to 


Tepair to the Gallery of a Play-houſe with ſuch a Cargo 
of ſtrong Liquors, as it would exceed the Bounds of 


Temperance to drink in any Place. The Conſequence 


of this brutiſh Behaviour in Regard to all around them 


is diſturbing their Attention tothe Performance, beſides 


_ oftentimes ſpoiling the Cloaths of ſuch as happen unfor- 


tunately to be placed near them; and the Effects of this 


Theatrical Tipling are ſenſibly felt likewiſe by thoſe in 
the Boxes under them, and indeed is a Practice ſo ſcanda- 


lous, as juſtifies the ſevereſt Cenſure. It is with the 


greateſt Reluctance I mention any thing that tends to 


the Reproach or Diſcredit of the fair Sex; and yet the 


Truth is, that the ſhameful Cuſtom I am now ſpeaking 
of 1s generally charged to their Account; with how 


much Juſtice I will not take upon me to determine, be- 


ing unwilling to credit a Report ſo highly repugnant 


to that Decency and modeſt Deportment which are the 
diſtinguiſhing Ornaments of the female Character. If 


you think proper to give this a Place in your Paper, it

He became a Mecænas in Letters, a 
Machiavel in Politicks, and a Petronius in Pleaſures, by 
the Suffrage of a Few, and by Party in the Many. 
Flap he been born without the Seeds of Vanity, 
| ſuch early and high Encomiums muſt have grafted it in 
his Mind, and given him that Diſplay of conſcious Abi- 
lities, ſo conſpicuouſly apparent in all his Writings 
that ſovereign Contempt for Men and Names, which 
ſhall live when his ſhall be forgotten; and that arbitrary 
Scorn for Opinions, which have been received in all

Their 
Word was Law, and their Opinion Reaſon; they 
proſcribed with an Order, and damned with a hlot, as 
Marc Anthony did his Siſter's Son. Bur 
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Bur to be more particular: I ſhall firſt animadvert on 
their Literary Correſpondence, becauſe J have not yet 
ſeen any Thing on that Subject. Bolingbroke, it is 


plain, was a Monarch among them, and in their Letters

Of the ſecond Kind are the Bulk of Plim's, both. | 
excellent in their Way, fave that the laſt ſeems often- 
times conceited, eſpecially when he writ (as he often 
did) to a ſham Correſpondent. Aigumento affetato, as

| ſeems very well to have underſtood, and was in the 


Right to produce them as he found them. 8 
I each of theſe great Men, we find abundant Mat- 


ter of Delight. In the firſt are ſeen, the warmeſt Senti- 
ments of Love for his Country, and Affection for his 
Friends; filled with undiſſembled Joy om their Proſperity, 


and penetrated with Grief in their Diſtreſs. His Lan- 


guage is the Language of the Heart, and his Senti- 


ments are the Voice of Nature.

His Familiar Letters are Art endeavouring 
to look like Nature. His hard Periods and ſtudied Com- 


pliments might appear natural to him, and beautiful to 


Swift and Bolingbroke, to whom they were addreſſed, 


but are little entertaining to the unbribed Reader. 
| Swift's Letters might be, as he ſaid, written without 


Art or Care ; but, at the ſame Time, if there was little 
Labour loft, there is little Profit to be gained. To judge 
of Bolingbroke by his familiar Letters, it is ſaid, were 
to do him Injuſtice, probably not much, as may appear 
hereafter ; but it muſt be allowed there are too few 
Beauties in them to make Atonement for his haughty 
Condeſcenſion, and affected Stoiciſm. :

Diſpatch of Juſtice, from Reformation of Abuſes, and 
Removal of Delays, is a Matter of ſuch infinite Impor- 
trance, that the wiſeſt Princes have juſtly eſteemed it 
the principal Glory of their Reign. His preſent Ma- 
_ jeſty of Pruſſia will be more admired by Poſterity for re- 
forming domeſtic Grievances of Law, than for quelling 
his foreign Enemies; and After-Ages will be more aſto- 
niſhed at his Power in getting ſix thouſand four hundred 
and forty one Cauſes finally determined in the Space 
of one Year, than for taking and keeping Sileſia in ſpite 
of all the Auſtrian Greatneſs confederated with the 
Maritime Powers. Good Laws, together with ſpeedy 
and impartial Deciſions, are indeed the Happineſs, or 
rather Life, of a People, as well as the ſolid Baſis on 
which all Princes ſhould found their Glory,  _ 
Bur then Laws are feeble if ill-adminiftered, and 
Juſtice is lame, rather than blind, when accompanied 
with Ignorance or Indiſcretion ; but it is the peculiar 
Bleſſing of our Country to have a Set of able and un- 
corrupt Judges, free from the Imputations of Avarice or 
Ambition, and every Way qualified for maintaining of 
public Right, and ſecuring private Property. It has 
been obſerved, to the Honour of Ireland, that our Courts 
are not inferior to the Hall, and that in every Branch of 
the Law, we have as competent Judges as Weſtminſter, 
and as able Advocates and eloquent Pleaders as even 
Rome could boaſt in the Pride and Glory of her Cicero- 
nian Times.

 Tavs far Rodin, who in this Place dwells only on 
the external Character which he calls the dehors ; but 
every one will ſee his Deſcription is defective, as he 
Paſſes over the moſt material Qualifications of a Judge, 
and gives only, what are called the Accompliſhments 
of a Character, | BB 
I Have a Chief Juſtice in my Eye, who excells in all 

theſe forecited Inſtances; and has all the other valuable 
Qualities which are Uſeful and Ornamental on the

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the Title more Ceſervedly than any; but to rank his 
Lordſhip in this Claſs were to burleſque him, who has 
avowed and proved a Diſpoſit ion to unhinge all Laws, 
and confound a'l Kingdoms, more eſpecially his own, 
provided it might happen after his own Times. 

From this Digreſſion (if it be one) let us proceed to 
conſider his Letters on the Uſe of Hiſtory. I don't mean 
to touch what the Authors I firſt named have handled 
ſo well, and who have extremely well expoſed his falſe 
Reaſoning, and ſuperficial Learning; but I would try 
to find out, what were the Cauſes of the great Reputa- 
tion of theſe Letters, and the Wonder they occationed 
in moſt Men at the miraculous Abilities of their Author. 
They exhibit nothing to a previouſly unraptured Rea- 
der, but what is to be met with in other Writers, ſfav- 
ing and excepting a ſpirited Language, and much A- 
bility 1n compoſing. Whatever he may promiſe, he per- 
forms nothing new, or above Men of much leſs Name 
in the World; and Iam led to think, from looking 
back on the Works of ſome juſtly admired Writers, 
that their Character and high Reputation grew rather 
from attempting than effecting any Thing very conſi- 
derable, from Promiſes rather than Performances; from 
pointing to the Errors of Syſtems, and Defects in the _ 
Proſecution of Sciences, and offering Plans for the Ad- 


vancement of Knowledge, rather than by advancing it 


themſelves. The Biſhop of Coyne (whom I mention 
with Honour, cn Account of the excellent Qualities I 
hear he poſſeſſed) gave no ſuch proof of Genius in any 
thing he writ, as in the Siris. He ſhews there a reach- 
ing Genius, and uncontroul'd Imagination; but the 
things he reaches at are probably out of human Reach. 
The great Bacon was little known to Europe, till the 
Organon Scientiarum appeared; which, tho it demon- 
ſtrates great Compaſs of Thought and Diſcernment, is 
no more than ſhewing the Defects in Sciences, what 
is wanting to perfect them; and moreover what is like 
to be wanting, till in every different Science, one like

that the Authors of them, if they pleaſed, could do 


what they require to be done, and, to us others, the 


knowing what we want (for every Man of Senſe.

But there is a 
ſtrange Difficuliy behind. 
Tae Road to true Knowledge ſeems ſmooth to thoſe 
who delcry it at a Diſtance, as a rocky Coaſt appears 
plain and eaſy of Acceſs, when we firſt make Land; but 
in Proportion 2s we zear It, its Ruggedneſs diſcloſes;

lau far from believing, that either of the two above 
mentioned had this Conſequence in View, or were mean 
enough to lay ſuch a Trap for Reputation. They did 
not want it. But I believe Bo!; ingbroße had it in View, 
as he had nothing elſe to live on but a great Fame, no 
other Way to be revenged on his Enemies, or entertain 
his Solitude. It was neceſſary to his Being, and muſt 
be had at any Rate. He took all Methods to acquire it, 
cajoled though he hated Pope, (as appears in his Pre- 
face to the Patriot King) and got from him, that well 
varniſh'd Portrait, which Pope drew for him in his 
Ethick Epiſtle. He was afraid of Swift, who was 
writing a Hiſtory of the laſt Years of Queen Are, 
and flatter'd him for a good Name in it, as well as pre- 
ſent Praiſe, though he hated him heartily ever ſince | 
his Quarrel with Oxford. 
From this anxious looking after Fame, we may fairly 
infer that his Inſinuations and Promiſes, of what he 
would or could do if he ſet about it, were intended to 
raiſe a Temple for his preſent more than poſthumous 
Fame, —pre/enti tibi maturos largimur Honores — was the 
Dedication he moſt valued; otherwiſe where was the 
Conſiſtency of giving only a Sketch of a Hiſtory, af- 
ter ſaying, © a Hiſtory that deſerves to be abridged 
does not deſerve to be read, —unleſs that he never

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intended a full one, and hoped by his Outlines to gain 
as great a Reputation as if he had finiſhed the Piece, 
or could have done it with that Maſtery he aſſumes.

Mr. Aadiſon, or one of his Coadjutors, 
gives the Plan ofa Mill for making Poems, and Dr. 
Beweridge has drawn the Out-lines of a Machine for 
making Sermons, hut both cheſe great Men have failed 
in their Project, and gone but half Way in the Work. as 
neither of them has recommended a Method of getting 
the firſt read, or the ſecond heard, with Pleaſure; which 

is the Reaſon, I ſuppoſe, there are ſo many half Poets, 
and half Preachers, among the Candidates for Fame. 
Joo remedy the like Evil, and obviate the Ingratitude 
of the World, which is too apt to flout ingenious Au- 
thors, the Romans, in the Decline of the Empire, found 
out a Method which ſucceeded to Admrration, and pro- 
duced the h ippieſt Effects, till ſuch Time as Taſte and 
Complaiſance decayed together, and till a Goth e Sour- 
nefs of Humour, and Rudeneſs of Manners, threw a 
Damp on the Muſes, and ſcared away the Graces. Be- 
fore the Publication of any Work, they ſent Cards to 
their Friends, to invite them at a certain Hour, to hear 
it reeited by the Author, where, though the Invitation 
was general, it was underſtood none but polite People 
were expected, who ſhould ſhew their Faſte by their 
Breeding, To intimate Diſlike was barbarian and 21“ 
tramontane; and not to be delighted, made a Man con- 
temptible among People of Urbanity. We ſee Pliny 
the Vounger, in his accuſtomed Humanity, quite out of 
Countenance for ſome of his Friends, whom he had ob- 
ſerved to behave ill on theſe Occaſions, and to affect a 
certain Indifference or Liſtleſneſs of Behaviour, when 
Gentlemen were reciting.. © How clowniſh (ſays he) is 
«this? to be unmoved and collected all the while. ; 
no Geſticulation of the Hand, or Geſture of the 
Head; not once to lift up their Eyes in Admiration! 
* as if they came deſignedly to leave an Enemy, where 
they found a Friend.“ The'T ruth is, there was at that 
Time a Set of young Senators, who, having nothing elſe 
to do, formed themſelves into a Body of Connoiffeurs, 
and duly attended all ingenious Perſons at the Re- 
hearſal of their Works. They were worſe than Cat- 
calls, they either ſlept or looked ſtupid, on hearing any 
Thing bright; and if ever they clapped, to be ſure it

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was in the wrong Place, to the utter confounding of the 
Performer, and perplexing the Countenances of all the 
judicious and civilized Part of the Audience. 

Tris Inurbanity of thoſe young Bloods proved in the 
End to be the Ruin of Letters; as it reverſed the intended 
Effect of a Rehearſal, and the Author, whom they had 


handled, was ſufficiently happy if he could ſteal Home

by ſome ſhort Turn unobſerved, inſtead of being attend- 
ed, as he ought, by an enraptured Audience, the long- 


eſt Way about, to his Lodgings. Men of Parts, who ſaw “ 

how Things were going, would not expoſe themſelves | 

to this Sort of Treatment, or run fo ridiculous a Riſk 
for precarious Glory, which in better Times they were 


ſure of beforehand. So they dropp'd the Stile, and 
every one knows what Barbariſm enſued. 

Ox the Revival of Letters, Academies and Conver- 
ſations took Place, to whoſe Arbitration, Works of 
Genius were ſubmitted, and the Reputation of every 
genteel Author, guarded from the Mob of Criticks, by 
the Approbation of Perſons, of the moſt diſtinguiſhed 
Taſte, who previouſly acquainted the World with the 


fine Genius of the elegant Compoſer, and the Happi- 


neſs they had to come, if the Author could be prevailed 
on to publiſh his Works, | 
I Have often wondered on reading theſe precurſory 
Praiſes, which the French and Italian Academicks (to 
ſay nothing of our own Practice) have beſtowed on their 
Friends ; that the Authors were not ingenious enough 
to cut Winners (as we ſay) and go off with what they had 
got, inſtead of lofing all by publiſhing the Work, ſpoil- 


ing the Jeſt, and bringing their Patrons to Shame. 
Tux Method now in Uſe, to procure Juſtice to the 


Gentlemen, who oblige the World with their learned 
Labours, ſeems more "compendious than any of the 
former, and better ſuited to the 'Temper of the Times. 

The others required Addreſs and Courtthip, and laid 
us under irkſome Obligations to our Friends, to praiſe 
in return, and the like; but ſince the Compilers of 
monthly Reviews and literary Fournals have opened 
Shops, we need not be beholden to our Neighbours, or 
hunt far for Fame.

their Works were brought forth; we don't get ours, 


till they are dead and damned, and, as it may properly

I nave reflected with Pleaſure, or rather anticipated, 
the great Name we modern Writers ſhall obtain, When 
the London Magazine and Monthly Review, ſhall hand 
down our Fame to admiring Poſterity. We ſhall be 
regretted like Varro and Gallus, when our Works, like 
theirs, not to be had above-ground, ſhall be the more 


deſired the deeper they are buried. We ſhall ſurvive

Your Readers will obſerve, that THE SPIRIT OF 
PARTY — is an extenſive Title, and implies no leſs, 
than a Philoſophicꝶk Account of thoſe Diſpoſitions, and 
Habits of Mind, that determine Men, in Defiance of 
Reaſon, to conſult the Good of a Part, inſtead of the 
Good of the Yhole ; or at leaſt it promiſes a fair Hi- 
ftory of the Effects of Party, either in our own or other 
Countries, with a Moral to be drawn from it, which 
may ſerve as a Caution to all Men, how they engage 
in Party, and that they be well aſſured their Motives 
are right before they chuſe their Side. 

I am bold to ſay, the /a/? cannot be done to any uſe. 
ful Purpoſe without explaining the %%, and clearly 
ſtating what Party is, and how it differs from Sedition 
and Faction. Were he to relate the bare Events of all 
political Canteſts, from the D- Jentions of Rome and 
Athens, to the Squabbles at Taylor's-Hall, it were impoſ- 
ſible to learn from them any more than this, that Men 
in a political Capacity have quarrelled, and that their 
Quarrels were ſometimes hurtſul. But ſurely from hence 
it can never be inferred, that Men are not to quarrel 
or take Part in Conte/ts. The Reverſe is true. And in 
all Diviſions about publick Concerns, where one Part 
of the Society is engaged againſt the other, not to be a 
Party Man is to renounce the Society, it is a voluntary 
Disfranchiſement, and he is no longer entitled to di/tr:- 
butive Juſtice, or general Protection. How far the Farmer 
has ſtated theſe Points, I am at once obliged and 
aſhamed to ſhew. Can a Man of Senſe ever become an 
Advocate for ſtaring Nonſenſe? Can a Man of Probity 
ranſack his Invention to find a colourable Support for 
Fallacy ? That he has done both I pretend to ſhew, 
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and that his Hort Introduction to ſome fanciful Hiſtory, 
{which as yet I can't gueſs at) abounds with F allacies, 
Abſurdities, Prevarications and Nonſenſe. | 

To begin with his Fable, the Foundation of all that 
is to follow, and in my Opinion but indifferently plan- 
ned, it is abſolutely without Meaning, or, in plain 
Words, Nonſenſe. It is hardly a Propoſition, as the lo- 
gical Phraſe is. Take it in his Words : © A certain 
Huſbandman returning homeward at Evening, per-

A certain Man (for it matters not whether 
a Peaſant or a Cobler coming ome (Morning or Evening 
is all one) /awv ſeme People be knew fighting with one au- 
ether, It muſt be own'd this is no very rare or uncommon 
Accident, and yet has given Occafion to very tedious 
Diſſertations, and is made a parallel Caſe with the pre- 
ſent Diſſentions of Ireland. He then proceeds to his 
Maral, the material Parts of which I ſhall conſider, and 
not trouble the Reader by quoting him at large, but 


refer only to the Page, oblerving by the Way that

be ineffectual, has a farther Reſource in the Laws of So- 
ciety, i. e. in my Apprehenſion, he may knock a Man 
down who refuſes to pay him a Debt, and afterwards 
take the Law of him. I agree he has no Right to raiſe 
a Hue and Cry, or call out Fire in the Night, when he is 
only injured by wanting a Pot of Ale, p. 13.

L 7 HEREAS. it has been repre/ented to us, that 
great Diſputes and Animoſities have, for ſome 
Time paſt, ſubſiſted among the ſeveral Branches of the 
Legiſlature of our Province of New-York ; That the 
Peace and Tranquillity of the ſaid Province has been 
diſturbed; Order and Government ſubverted ; the Court 
of Juſtice obſtructed; and our Royal Prerogative and 
Authority trampled upon, and invaded in a moſt un- 
warrantable and illegal Manner. And whereas the A\- 
ſembly of our {aid Province, have not only refuſed to 
comply with the Powers and Directions which we have 
thought expedient to give, by our Commiſſion and In- 
ſtructions, to our Governor of the ſaid Province, with 
reſpe& to Money raiſed for the Supply and Support of 
Government; but have alſo, in open Violation of our 
ſaid Commiſion and Inſtructions, aſſumed to them-

© AMoNG us there are but two Kinds of Men, who are 
led into the Snare, the Izfidel and the Chriſtian; for the 
Atheiſt J exclude, and venture to aſſert, that no one, 
whoſe Hopes ended in Annihilation, ever yet offered 
Violence to his Lite. He is too cowardly, and as he 
thinks his Exi/tence muſt be ſhort, is by Conſequence

deceive the King; and amidſt the Bleſſings of Peace, 
it is ever one Infelicity, that Perſons, who have no other 
Talents but Aſſiduity, and Lying, make their Way 
there, and wriggle into Favour, when the beſt and 
braveſt, whoſe Heads and Hands had ſayed their 
Country, and turned the Fortune of War, ſhall be but 


ſlightly looked upon or regarded. Whilſt a /ucceſsful 
General had his due Share in the Councils of the Cabinet, 
his Majeſty was truly informed of the Bent and Diſpo- 


ſition of his People: His Friends and Enemies had 


their proper Names; but when the Perſons, I am about 
to deſcribe, had excluded Men of Parts and Virtue, who 
were aſhamed to ſit at the ſame Board, among ſuch as 


elſewhere they would diſdain to roll with, all juſt Infor- 
mation ceaſed ; old and inveterate Enemies were, he 
was told, his only true Friends; and Men who had 


_ diſtinguiſhed their Loyalty, by Loſs of Fortune, and 


Hazard of Life, muſt be looked upon, as Malecontents, 


who wanted Rule for no other End but to embroil the 


King and overturn the State. To begin in Order, 
Monſieur Chatteauneuf” had the Air of a prime Miniſ- 

ter; when he held the Seals, tho' never loved by the 

King, or otherwiſe regarded by the People, than as 


one ſet in that Light till another could be found, to 


take the Place, with proper Ability, and to the Publick 
Satisfaction. As among Statues finiſhed by a maſterly 


Hand, we ordinarily chuſe to fill a vacant Niche with 


a Plaifter-of-Paris Copy, rather than diſgrace the reſt 
by an aukward Original ; the Man had that Mixture of 
Qualities which produces few Enemies: He was pro- 


fuſe, tho' not generous, and diſſipated an immenſe For- 


tune in Hoſpitality, without gaining one Friend, or 
making the Fortune of any one Tradeſman, who 
cheated him. He was entirely governed, after his 
\ Brother's Deceaſe, by a Clerk in his Office, and a Bai- 
liff of his Marors ; the firſt of which, did very well for 


himſelf 


.

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himſelf and his Family, tho“ he drew by it more Ene- 
mies on his Maſter, than all the Miſmanagement in his 
own Conduct could have done. The other of his Go- 
vernors only made him ridiculous, which, in my. Opi- 
nion, turned to his Advantage; for Men can never be 

very angry with one they laugh at: In a Word, he was 
en with little more than other Men's Crimes, 
and his own natural Propenſity, of two Evils always to 
chuſe the greateſt. e i 
| When he loſt his Brother whe had long upheld him, 
He fell into League with. Mon/, D' Arwicke firſt Prefident 
of the Grand Chambre, who, by a great Induſtry, had 
raiſed himſelf thither, from being Criminal Advocate 
in the Palace. He was not without Abilities any 
where but in Council: His Head had been faſhioned to 
the inexplicable Shape of Factums and Proceſſes, and he 


brought to the Cabinet, the uncooth Language, ant 


narrow Notions they neceſſarily inſpire. His firſt 
Maxim in the Art of Government was, not to humour 
„the People.” He never had enquired any Thing 
about them, or knew any more of popular Matters, than 
What his Lady had occaſionally told him by Way of 
Converſation: On this Fund he would needs ſet up 
to be aStateſman, and loſt the Reputation he had gain- 
ed in his proper Sphere, and on his own Ground, by 
pretending to awa/k on Stilts, VVA 
' He was governed, tho' he could not ſee it, by one 
who came after him in the Advocate-ſhip, - a notable 
young Fellow, and One who had early got the better 
of his Native Modeſty. He was Maſter of ſome Wit, 
had good Spirits, and a ready Eloquence: His Succeſs 
was owing, in the general, to his Intrepidity; as his 
Fortune was altogether perſonal, he had but little to 


fear for: and boldly put himſelf at the Head of the 


Normans, a race of Men, needy. and induſtrious, never 
to be diſcouraged tho always foiled, when they pretend 
to act beyond an Under part, or aim at more, than an 

eee eee ON 
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„Te ordinary Courts are held in the Old Palace, 
Criminal Advceate anſwers to our Attarney-Goneral, 
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executive Share in Government, and to do as their 
Paymaſters order them. 


He andChatteauneuf's Clerk yoked and drew together, 


and carry'd their reſpective Maſters along with them; 
from whom, as they pretended, they received Orders, 


: but in Truth had given them in private before: So that 


by theſe two Varlets the whole Cabinet was ruled, 
Tux Preſident Greſſe Ville, who had better Undex- 
ſtanding than all of them put together, only laughed at 
their Proceedings, as he would at a Comedy. He had 
no Malice in him, tho' a ſmall Turn to Miſchief, as he 
had no Feeling for any thing human, and would find the 
ſame matter for Diverſion and Amuſement in ſeeing the 
State overturned, as the * Erfans perdu ordinarily take, 
in ſeeing a Hackney Coach overſet. He was otherwiſe 
indifferent to all worldly Events, and the fall of Empires 
had been leſs dreadful to him than a Dearthof Burgunay. 
Tu RR was only One in the Council who adminiftred 
Jealouſy to the Junto. He was capable and active in 
Buſineſs; his Underſtanding acknowledged, and his In- 


585 tegrity unimpeached. Tho he was Mr. D' Arwicke's 


Averſion, yet he was invited to accede to this quadruple 
Alliance, on Condition he would act in the Character of 
a Pro, Vice, Deputy, Subminiſier, (for he was only to be 
the ſixth in the Rank of theſe Contracting Powers;) but 
he declined the Propoſal, being a Friend to the Parlia- 


ment which he thought was inſeparable from Friendſhip | 
to the King; and beſide had ſome little Reluctance to 


ſhare in the Ridicule that fell on all their Dependants. 
He had however very potent Friends, and his Influ- 
ence and theirs inſenſibly prevailed: The King perceiv- 
ed that his Goodneſs had been abuſed, and the Beha- 
viour of the Governor of Gaſcony towards the Parliament 
of Bourdeaux ſufficiently convinced him of it. 
Tu Is Gentleman was of ancient Family; and being 


low in his Finances was put into profitable Employments, 


only to raiſe him above Want, which he miſtook. for a 


Compliment to his Parts. He had no Talents whatever, 
except Diſſimulation, which he was the more ſucceſsful 
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in, for being utterly unſuſpected, of Wit, Cunning, 
Scheme, or Stratagem, he had the Character of one 
who would never be hanged for a Plot, to which he owed 
the making of his Fortune, For as no Miniſter feared 
him, ſo ev'ry one was ready to employ him, as a Tool 
in ordinary Work, being perfectly finiſhed for the Pur. 
poſe. He had juſt enough and no more, of Honour, 
Probity, and Religion, Truth, Shame, and Gratitude, 
all which he could act by Turns, with a certain Solem. 
nity which his Perſon helped him to become. | 
He was firſt ſent to Ga/cony when Fleury was Prime, 
only becauſe that Miniſter did not know what elſe to do 
with him. Here he projected mighty matters; but the 
wiſe Fleury would not adopt his Schemes; the Parlia- 
ment humoured him in ev'ry Thing agreeable to them- 
ſelves ; and the Gaſcont, who are a People not niggard- 
ly, either of good or bad Words, flattered him abun. 
dantly, whilſt they had nothing to apprehend from him : 
So that in many Years of his Government he did nei- 
ther Good nor Hurt. But when that Era of Miniſterial 
Madneſs commenced, in which an unprovoked Reſo- 
lution was taken to ſuppreſs the Right of Parliament in 
all Parts of his Majeſty's Dominions, he obtained an 
enlarged Commiſſion, upon poſitive Aſſurance that he 
would effectually do the Buſineſs in his Province; but 
he miſerably failed, as did all other Undertaters for the 
ſame Service; and the unpopular Meaſures he took, 
the unuſual Steps, on which he put the Miniſtry, and 
the Alarm and Pannick into which his new At- 
tempts threw the whole Province ; has rendered the 
Government of it a very difficult Taſk for his Succeſ- 
ſors, unleſs they previouſly convince the People that 
they have nojbing in View but the Joint Intereſt of the 
King and them. W 8 
Tno' he concealed for a Time the Senſe of the People, 
and perſwaded his Majeſty by Miſrepreſentations to 
exile * that Parliament, yet he could not ſuppreſs, or 
intercept, the united Voice and Groans of his injured 
Geo Subjects. 


* Ie call it proroguing. | 
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Subjects. They reached the Royal Ear; and the beſt 


of Kings reſolved on redreſſing his Loyal Subjects. He 


has recalled his Parliament to the free Exerciſe of their 


Functions, and, in Conſequence, to make a due Repre. 


ſentation. of the Behaviour of the Governor, Secretary, 


and Arch.- Biſpop, who adviſed him to adjourn and ſup- 


preſs their Functions, at a Time when they were moſt 


neceſſary, for the Satisfaction of his People; and to 


come to Reſolutions and make Arrets on which their. 


general Welfare depended. 


AND now, Sir, that our Sufferings are over, permit 
me to reflect on the ſingular Felicity of having had a 


Majority in Parliament, who ſtood inflexibly firm a- 


gainſt Bribes and Menaces; and on the Miſery in which 


this whole Nation had been involved, if either the Ti- 
midity of our Friends, or the Over-bearings of an in- 


cenſed Adminiſtration, had fooled or frightened them 
to part with Privileges, inherent to their Conſtitution. 
J am, and ] glory in it, a Friend to Univerſal Liberty ; 


and I hope from our Example, all true Lovers of it will 


learn, that the noble Mind ought never to deſpair, and. 
that Virtue will prevail, tho' Appearances be againſt 
her. Put off the evil Day, is the firſt Maxim on which 
to found our Conduct, when we oppoſe Power in De- 


fence of Liberty.

low about London It is certain, however, Hell:bore © 
was not altogether right in the fundamental Parts of 
Theory, or primary Rules of Practice; tho' he boaſt- 
ed often among the Women, of a Noſtrum he had, to 
cure all Diſorders of the Inteſtines, or Region of the 
Liver, yet (in moſt Caſes) he would preſcribe only the 
blejed Infiſion, which, though a very vulgar Medicine, 
was the only one he relied on, accompanied with a 
certain Charm.

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UnwiLLING as I am at this Time, perplexed with 
complicated Accounts, and the Object of an infatua- 
ted People's Deriſion, to ſtep again into publick No- 
tice, yet muſt I follow where my Accuſer hath led, 
and ſay a few Words in my own Favour and Justi 
cation; an Office I ever diſliked, and for which too 
large a Share of conſtitutional Diffidence, and (I muſt 
ſay) ingenuous Modeſty, hach ever in an high Degree 
diſqualified me. | 
As a Man, I truſt, I have ever ſtriven to promote 
the Good of Society; for this great End alone did I 
bring myſelf to accept a publick Character, and, as 
it were, forced myſelf into a legiſlative Capacity, with 
2 Geniys and Diſpoſition more turned and adapted to 
the Shade of Retirement. For this violent and ſuc- 
ceſsful Struggle of Judgment againſt Inclination, 1 
hope I may be allowed ſome Share of Praiſe, tho! it is 
at the ſame Time but Juſtice to: acknowledge, that 
much of it is due to the Preceptor of my Youth, from 
whom, together with the nice Principles of mercantile 
Erudition, it was impoſſible not to derive a large Pro- 
portion of the moſt diſintereſted Benevolence. 
HERE I muſt take Leave to lay an Appeal. which 
with every well judging Perſon hath ever had à con- 
ſiderable Weight; an Appeal to that City, where my 
original Indoles muſt beſt be known; z and I do call 
upon my Contemporaries there, to: witneſs whether 
from the Beginning I did not diſplay. the Stamina of 
all my ſubſequent Conduct; I call upon them to de- 
elare whether they did not, previous to the late impor- 
tant Criſis, conceive the ſtrongeſt Expectation, that I 
would act as I then did; and I do further appeal to- 
the leading Men of that truly worſhipful Corporation, 
whether in their Judgment, (confeſſedly the beſt in- 
formed, and the moſt unprejudiced among this poor 
deluded People) the Cauſe and the Perſons, whom on

Attention and Zeal, I may claim ſome Merit in ha- 
ving ever made it the grand Aim of my Purſuits, 
This can never be effected, while the Strength of 
Faction bears any conſiderable Proportion to that of 
Authority ; and for this Reaſon I have always thrown 
my Weight into that Scale moſt likely to preponde- 
Tate, thereby to contribute as much as in me lay to 
decide all Suſpence, and reſtore Harmony and Unani- 
mity to the Peop'e.

I intreat the candid Reader to conſider, that, as I owe 
the Bread I eat to him who is at the Head of the 


Faction, ſo 1 cannot, with any Shew of Reaſon, be 
ſuppoſed to have ated from Pique or Reſentment to 
him; ſo far from it, that were the Cauſe he eſpouſed. 


by any Means to be reconciled to my Conſcience, ſure- 
_ ly Gratitude muſt oblige me to ſtrain a Point in its 
 Favour.——lIt may then be ſaid, that my Conſcience 

was too ſcrupulous ; but that Objection I believe will 
never hold. What Motive then could I have had, 

thus to break through one of the ſtrongeſt of human 
Ties, but a View to that ſtill ſtronger one, the Tie of 
Moxatiry and Truth, and a Zeal for the Cauſe on 
which the Well-being of my native Country depend- 
ed? In what other Manner can my Conduct be poſſi.

which my grey Hairs can hardly be ſuppoſed to 


Will it be ſaid, that I acted ſo to preſerve 
my Penſion ? Surely my very ſubſequent Conduct is 
ſufficient to refute every ſuch Suppoſition ; for the At- 


tempts of Faction felt not only the Weight of my 
Voice, but alſo the Fury of my Pen; I writ, and I 
hope with a becoming Zeal; my arithmetical Know- 


ledge enabled me both to diſtinguiſh, and to demon- 


ſtrate Prerogative, and I proved to the Satisfaction of 


a whoſe Tudgments I regard, that even the Man, who

Tux following ADDRESS was as to the 
Right Honourable Henry Boyle, Eſq; Speaker of

Warn Hellbore returned to England he leſt this Lad 


to the Care of his Laay Patient; and had he been her 


own Child, ſhe could not have uſed him kinder, little 


thinking what a Viper ſhe cheiiſhed in her Boſom, or 
that he would ad the unnatural Part towards her, we. 


have ſince ſeen him attempt; or that he could return 


all her Kindneſſes with the Malevolence, Backbiting, 


and Slanderings he is daily practiſing againſt her.

\ HELLEBORE was too proud not to be nettled at this 


Slight put upon him, and would have reſented it but 
for two Reaſons. Firſt, it was an invariable Maxim 
with him, never to oppoſe them in Power; as, who: 


would be Miller, he was reſolved to be about the Mill. 
And 2dly, he was not rich enough to take upon him 


to be angry. To be poor and proud has ſome Mean- 
ing, but poor and angry is ſtark Nonſenſe. Upon which 


Conſiderations the Doctor doubled his Diligence, filled 
up the Number of Faces, at all Conſultations, and ne- 
ver ſpoke but to applaud Szb/imate, in which Part he 

became conſpicuous ; for it often happened that Szb/;- + - 


mate would call a Conſultation in the Afternoon, to for- 
bid what he had ordered in the Morning; to which 
contradictory Opinions he never failed ſubſcribing, tho” 
others of the Board were aſhamed to degrade the Ho- 


nour of the Faculty by ſuch ſervile Submiſſions. But 


Hellebore was aſnam'd of nothing ſo much as of loſing 
| his Place, or being thought a bad Courtier; and to this 
Day he wonders, how any Man can have a quiet Conſci- 


ence who loſes an Employment.

This has gulled a good many ; but at the Time I am 
ſpeaking of a good Friend of the Lady's was juſt come 
up from the Country to ſettle in Town, and on his firſt 
Appearance there made Hellebore tremble. Hellebore 
knew ſomething of him, and had heard more; and 
from the Attachments the Lady and all her Friends had 
to him, and had juſt then ſignified, by unanimouſly

But if he was High, the Surgeon was on high Ropes, and 
as the other fretted guwardly, he exclaimed loudly, and 


both together reſolved to bleed, bliſter, ſcarifie and flax 
the poor Lady alive the next Time they came. They 


inſiſted, like the Phyſician in Moliere, that the Lady was 


conſtituted their Patient, and bound to take (by all the 
Laws of Phy/ick) every Thing they ordered for her; and 


it was very remarkable that moſt of the Servants about 


her profeſſed themſelves of the ſame Opinion, tho! it be 
ſo contrary to Common Senſe: and they had certainly

for Nothing to be ordered for her without his Approbatt- 
on; altho' the Door and his Son had givenout in Lon» 

don, that he and the Lady were quite out, and that he was 
Aa aQtuallycaſt off. The Doctor was drawn into this Belief by 


a few of the moſt inconſiderable People about her, whom 
he left as Spies on her, and who were as willing as the 


Doctor to put her out of the Way, if they might 


any Thing for themſelves by it; ſo they heartened him 


up, in purſuing the ſame deadly Regim en, and joined 
him in getting it recommended to her. But they were 


never the nearer ſhe eſcaped unhurt, dete cted every An- 


buſh laid in Pill or Potion to deſtroy her, and ſtruggled 
thro? that Black Band of Hirelings, who were brought 
by Hellebore to bind her on the 17th of December, till 
he ſhould adminiſter the firſt of his three Medicines, as 
before mentioned, which, he hoped, would fini/þ her, tho 
the Faculty on Yother Side only intended an Experi- 
ment by it, which, if it made her but a little ſickiſh, 
they might practice at Home, whenever their Patients 
Became too rude in Health and too boiſterous in Spirits. 
After this memorable Defeat the Doctor and his Son 


returned Home, and notwithſtanding the mighty Boaſts 


they had made before their laſt Expedition, they did 
Nothing, got very little Money, and ſaw their Pre- 
U 2 . ſeriptions 
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ſcriptions held in the utmoſt Contempt: they could not 
prevail on the Lady to take any one Medicine during 
their ſtay, except that, one Night (her Friends not be- 
ing watchful enough to prevent them) they wheedled 


her to ſwallow a Pill ex duobus at Bed-time, which had 


not any obſervable Effect. 10 | 5 
They are now at their Vits End in London how to 
apologize for their Practice here, and are lay ing the 


Blame of their Miſcarriages on any Cauſe but the true 
one. They would fain perſwade Folks that their Pa- 
tient is mad, and want to have her ſhut up from all Com- 


merce with the World, and be kept on the /owve/t Diet 
can be preſcribed, in Hopes, as is ſuppoſed, to find her 


ſo feeble on their coming again, that they may eaſily 
diſpatch her. But the Faculty there holds them in ſuch 


low Eſteem, that ' tis believed they will recommend nei- 
ther of them again; and indeed it would reflect more 
on their Judgment than it could do Hurt to the Lady. 
They hate on Both Sides, and both know it. 


The Lady never drinks the Doctor's Health, nor does 


any one elſe I can hear of, except Corn cutters, Blood- 
letters, Pothecaries, Glifter-mongers, and ſuch rif-raff 
_ Gentry as they have either dealt with, or promiſed their 

Cu ſtom to; and Hellebore and his Son are ſo deſperately 


incenſed againſt her and her Friends, that they would 


almoſt venture hanging to compaſs their Deſtruction, 
and fincerely wiſh Plague, Peſtilence and Famine to light 
upon them all. | 

Things being ſo, little Good can be expected from 


the future Operations of our two Doctors; for if the
